Anson Pair Honored At 


Older Texans Banquet 


It’s Little League time again in 
Hamlin and like everywhere else it 
gets about as competitive as the 
battle for the world title in either 
football or baseball. The only 
difference is the size of the players. 
And like any competitive sport 
the audiences get involved with the 
umpires, the coaches and the 
players. 
The Fargo Forum in North 
Dakota printed a story about 
Donald Jensen, who was struck on 
the head by a thrown bat while 
umpiring a Little League game in 
Terre Haute, Indiana. 
As the season gets into full swing 
here, we believe his story should be 
required reading for every parent 
and every fan of every Little- 
Leaguer. 
Jensen shook off the blow from 
the bat, continued to work the 
game, but that night he went to a 
hospital with pains. 
While being kept overnight for 
observations, the umpire wrote the 
following letter to parents of Little 
Leaguers everywhere: 
“I am an umpire. I don’t do it for 
a living, but only on Saturdays and 
Sundays for fun. I’ve played 
baseball, coached it and watched 
it. But somehow nothing takes the 
place of umpiring. 
“Maybe it’s because I feel that 
deep down I am providing a fair 
chance for all kids to play the game 
without 
disagreements 
and 
arguments. With all this fun I’ve 
had, there is something that still 
bothers me about my job. Some of 
you folks don’t understand why I’m 
there. 
“Some of you feel I’m there to 
exert authority over your son. For 
that reason, you often yell at me 
when I make a mistake or en­ 
courage your son to say things that 
hurt my feelings. 
“How many of you really un­ 
derstand that I try to be perfect? I 
try not to make a mistake. I don’t 
want your son to feel he got a bad 
deal from an umpire. 
“Yet, no matter how hard I try, I 
can’t be perfect. I counted the 
number of calls I made in a six- 
inning game today. The total 
number of decisions, whether on 
balls and strikes or safes and outs, 
was 146. 
“I tried my best to get them all 
right, but I’m sure I missed some. 
When I figured out my percentage, 
I could have missed eight calls 
today and still got about 95 per cent 
right. In most occupations that 
percentage would be considered 
excellent. If I were in school that 
grade w'ould receive an A for sure.. 
“As I sit here writing this letter, I 
am no longer as upset as I was this 
afternoon. 
“I wanted to quit umpiring 
behind the plate for a pitcher who

Eastern 
and western encephalitis art* 
the most common. 
In 1975, 674 cases of WEE’, 
and 55 cases of EEE were 
diagnosed by U.S. Depart­ 
m ent 
of 
A griculture 
laboratories. Also, an ad ­ 
ditional 105 cases of WEE and 
40 cases of EEE w ere 
diagnosed by state and public 
health labs. WEE was a 
problem in Texas in 1971, but 
since that time no cases have; 
been diagnosed in the U.S. 
VEE has a complex natural 
history with many hosts and 
it is not known which of these 
hosts may exist and harbor 
the virus in Mexico or in the 
U.S. 
Since 
the 
virtual 
disappearance of the disease, 
vaccination against it has 
declined considerably, notes 
Clayton. 
Therefore, if the virus were 
to reenter this country, it 
could spread rapidly since 
most of the horse population 
is not vaccinated against it.
